Oa the 2Srd Hay Mr Costigan'd [Bill 
to ootnpel members of theLooal Legia> 
latare in any Province vrheto daal repri 
reBontation ia not allowed to resigo 
their seats betore beoomlug oandidates 
for seats in the Dominion Parliament, 
passed a second reading by a vote of 65 
to 89. Of tho representatires from 
Bruish Columbia, Mr DaOosmos alono 
epoko and voted against Ihio Bill. Having 
pasBod a Beoond roadiog by a majority 
of nearly iwo to ono, it may lairJy bo 
preBumed to have bocome law. What- 
ever may httvo boon the immediate 
object of its promotere, the effect of 
tho measuro is BufDcieatlj obvious. On- 
tario is 000 of tba Provinces 'wiioro 
dual repreBGCtaUoii is uot allowed.' 
Tho leadorB of Ibo OppoBiiion in llio 
Dominion Parliamont are memburs of 
tho Ontario Governmont;~one of them 
is Premier. A general Federal election 
is about to take plaoe^ and a dosperate 
Btrngglo will be made by the Grit to 
Bocnre a majority in the new Pnrlia- 
tnont in order to inra tho present 
JVIinifltry out and turn ihomBelvea in. 
Tho MiLtIo gauio' oi Mops-i Blivke and 
MaokcDzio may be briefly Btatod thne;
